fuel oil supplies, 32 major trucking 
firms 
and 
all

railroads were ordered to report 
today on the size of their fuel 
inventories. 
The Federal Energy Office told 
truck companies it “ urgently needs 
information regarding the trucking 
industry s present inventories of 
diesel fuel and gasoline in order to 
fairly administer the mandatory 


fuel allocation program .” 
Similar 
telegrams 
were 
sent 
Thursday, without public notice, to 
all railroads Both industries were 
told to supply the information by the 
close of business today. 


Energy chief William E Simon 
said previously that his agency was 
investigating reports of hoarding by 
industry and served notice that 
“ willful violators of the mandatory 
fuel allocation regulations are sub­ 
ject to criminal penalities “ 


Simon asked the railroads and the 
truckers to provide a comparison of 
the amount of fuel now on hand with 
the same time a year ago.

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Major storm to continue 


to batter Lompoc Valley 


Blustery weather continued to 
batter the southland today on the 
heels of the first major storm that 
dropped hail, near record amounts 
of rain and snow in the mountains. 
The weekend rainfall as recorded 
at the Lompoc Water Treatment 
Plant showed 1.36 inches at 4 p m. 
on Friday; .92 of an inch at 4 p.m. 
Saturday; .18 of an inch at 4 p.m. 
Sunday; and .74 of an inch at 8 a.m. 
today, for a total of 3.32 inches. The 
storm raised the season total to 7.96 
inches compared to last year’s 6.72 
inches. 
Rain 
continued 
to 
fall 
through the morning and more was 
forecast through Tuesday. 
All main roads were open in 
Lompoc 
Valley. 
That 
included 
Highway 
1, 
north 
and 
south; 
Highway 246, east and west; S-20 or 
Lompoc Casmalia Road, east and 
west; 
and 
all 
Lompoc surface 
streets. 
The county closed McLaughlin 
Road between the juncture with A 
Street on the south and Lompoc- 
Casmalia Road on the north as the 
level of the Santa Ynez River rose, 
taking out a strip of pavement about 
200 feet long. 
Many Lompoc intersections were 
flooded this morning. City crews 
used pumps at A Street and Cypress 
Avenue and at A Street and Walnut 
Avenue. Traffic was being detoured 
around both intersections. 
Thunder 
rattled 
windows 
Thursday and Friday over northern 
Santa Barbara County. Hail pelted 
the same area Friday and Saturday, 
and snow fell at San Marcos Pass, 
southeast of Lompoc. Sightseers 
reportedly clogged roads in the pass 
area, attracted by the snow. 
County Flood Control Chief James 
Stubchaer reported the rain raised 
the level of Cachuma Lake to seven 
feet below spill at Cachuma Dam. 
The lake was getting inflow from 
the tributaries to the east at a low 
level rate of about .06 of a foot an 
hour this morning. Stubchaer said 
the reservoir could fill completely in 
the next few days.

Committee hears progress 
report on impeachment 


WASHINGTON (U PI) — John M. 
Doar gave senior members of the 
House 
Judiciary 
Committee 
a 
rundown on the progress so far of a 
staff 
inquiry 
into 
possible 
impeachment of President Nixon. 
Ten of the 15 senior members who 
w ill 
handle 
the 
day-to-day 
operations of 
the 
impeachment 
inquiry interrupted their month-long 
holiday recess to hear the briefing 
by Doar, who was hired last month 
as special counsel to head the 
preliminary investigation. 
Albert Jenner, 66, a Chicago 
lawyer who served as senior counsel 
of 
the 
W arren 
Commission 
investigation of the John F. Kennedy 
assassination, 
accompanied Rep. 
Edward Hutchinson, R-Mich., sen- 


ior 
Republican member of the 
committee, to the meeting. 
Jenner 
apparently 
has 
been 
chosen by Hutchinson as senior 
counsel for the 17 Republicans on 
the 38-member committee. 
As 
the 
committee 
members 
entered the room for their closed 
briefing by Doar, they passed a 
table loaded with printers’ proofs of 
a 915-page book to be printed soon, 
entitled “ Impeachment. 
Selected 
Materials on Procedure.” 
Working 
under 
tight 
security 
inside a converted Capitol Hill hotel, 
Doar 
has 
built 
a 
41-member 
staff—including 18 lawyers, four 
investigators, seven secretaries, six 
clerks, three researchers and three 
administrators. 


Six 
of

attorneys 
were 
transferred 
from

regular 
Judiciary Committee staff to work 
full 
time on 
the 
impeachment 
inquiry. Three others were hired by 
the 
committee’s 
Republican 
minority under the supervision of 
Sam Garrison, a one-time aide to 
then Vice President Spiro T. Agnew. 
The staff eventually will number 
between 45 and 50, including part- 
time personnel assigned to handle 
mail. The committee has received 
231,344 pieces of mail since last Oct. 
20 when impeachment sentiment 
built up as Nixon fired Watergate 
Prosecutor Archibald Cox. But the

Britain gears 
for terrorist 
attacks at airport 


LONDON (U PI) - Authorities 
put more than 400 tank-supported 
troops and police on an anti terrorist 
alert at London's Heathrow airport 
for the third day today amid fresh 
reports that Arab terrorists were 
planning 
a 
coordinated 
terror 
campaign across Europe 
The London Times reported over 
the weekend that the U.S. Central 
Intelligence Agency and European 
security organizations had received 
tips of as many as 20 airport 
incidents by Arab terrorists, but a 
U PI 
survey 
indicated few new 
security measures at European air­ 
ports other than new alerts which 
began in mid-December. 
The Ixmdon Daily Mail said what 
it called Palestine suicide terrorists 
were believed planning an attack on 
Heathrow as part of a European- 
wide terror campaign and that 
police were hunting for an armed 
group of Palestinians already in 
Britain. 
Some reports said the 
Arabs hoped to shoot down a Pan 
American 
or an 
El 
A1 
Israel 
passenger plane with Russian made 
missiles. 
Other 
European 
countries 
reported strict security precautions 
at airports Some of them, like Italy. 
West 
Germany 
and 
Belgium, 
introduced the measures before the 
present scare in Britain However, 
unusually large numbers of police 
were on duty at the Brussels airport 
Police 
sources 
at 
Rome’s 
Leonardo da Vinci airport said 
police guarding the airport were 
increased in strength from 250 men 
a shift to 400 men following the Arab 
guerrilla raid of Dec. 17 that killed 
30 persons on a Pan American plane 
The already tight security at West 
Germany’s 
major 
airports 
at 
Hamburg, Frankfurt and Munich 
were stepped up after the hijacking 
of a Lufthansa jetliner in the Dec 17 
incident at Rome airport 
Madrid airport has strict security, 
with more than half the outgoing 
passengers being searched and with 
security cars regularly patrolling 
runway areas. 
Security personnel were increased 
at Athens airport and at downtown 
airline offices after the Dec. 17-19 
hijack in Rome. Since then there 
was an unexpected exercise Jan 5 in 
which security police patrolled the 


Athens airport perimeter and some 
were stationed on surrounding high

cutters, machinists and operating 
engineers voted 6 to 1 Saturday to 
accept the new pacts. 
Some 10,000 Teamsters involved in 
the dispute will receive pay raises of 
95 cents an hour over a three-year 
period, with an immediate 35-cent 
increase. 
The Teamsters, meat cutter and 
operating engineers were given an 
open-end cost-of-living clause The 
machinists won hikes of 35 cents an 
hour retroactive to last September, 


plus 41 cents more in each of the 
following two years 
Jerry Vercruse, chief Teamster 
negotiator, 
estimated 
that 
food 
prices 
to 
the consumer 
would 
increase by less than one-fifteenth 
of one per cent when the contracts 
take effect 
The 
coalition 
of 
unions, 
demanding 
more 
money 
and 
increased 
benefits, 
began 
the 
walkout against three supermarket 
chains. The industry responded the 
next day by locking out union 
members 
from 
some 60 other 
market chains. Some members of 
other unions not involved in the 
dispute observed picket lines 


Supermarkets did not close during 
the strike, which began Dec. 3, but 
market 
supplies 
were seriously 
depleted, especially during holiday 
buying periods.

But leaders of 260,000 coal miners 
prepared a new peace move which 
they said could end the three-day 
working week stranglehold imposed 
on industry by the government to 
save critically dwindling fuel stock­ 
piles. 
Before meeting with other top 
railroad 
drivers’ 
leaders, 
Ray 
Buckton, general secretary of their 
union, said there is a feeling of 
“ bitter 
anger’’ 
among 
railroad 
engineers at the state-run British 
Railways Board’s rejection of their 
20 per cent pay hike claim. 
“ I have had telephone calls galore 
from union branches demanding 
that the overtime ban and policy of 
noncooperation should be stepped 
up,” Buckton said 
But the coal miners injected what 


London’s newspapers described as a 
“ ray of hope” into their deadlock 
with the government over pay 
The union has demanded a 25 per 
cent pay hike, but the state-run 
National Coal Board has refused to 
go above 16 5 per cent. 
Union chiefs met to consider new 
evidence they were submitting to

arguing that further increases of 
$7 20 to $12 a week would be possible 
without breaching the government’s 
anti-mflation pay ceilings.

summoned two aides to the Western White House today for 
political strategy sessions two weeks before Congress 
reconvenes. 
Counselor Bryce Harlow, a longtime political adviser, 
has been in touch with Republican congressmen taking 
grass roots soundings in their districts on the impact of 
Watergate and the possibility of impeachment.

The national spotlight was 
first turned on Barker last 
fall during the televised 
Senate Watergate hearings 
when he tied the existence 
of the secret White House

information about tapes of

and 
radio 
communications

Soviet embassy came from 
E Howard Hunt, the former 
White

like Barker, was convicted 
for his role in the Watergate 
burglary 
"When Hunt told me they 
had taped conversations of 
the Soviet embassy and that 
the tapes proved the Soviets 
were 
in

process of

secrets, I decided the case 
involved national security 
and agreed to cooperate,” 
Barker told the Herald

Prosperous year 
for California farmers 


SACRAMENTO (UPI) - California farmers enjoyed 
their most prosperous year ever in 1973, recording a total 
income of nearly $8 billion, the state's top agriculture 
official said Sunday. 
"It was the biggest year we’ve ever had,” said C. Brunei 
Christensen, director of the state Department of Food and 
Agriculture. 
"It was the biggest growth and the best production and 
it’s been agriculture’s finest year,” he said in an interview 
Department statistics on the 
1973 California farm 
industry— which produces 200 different crops and provides 
25 per cent of the nation s table food—will not be completed 
until next month, Christensen said 
But, he added, primary department figures and a Bank of 
America estimate indicate "gross farm sales or income in 
1973 will be about $7.7 billion, up 32 per cent from 1972’s $5.8 
billion. ” The 1972 figure also was a record. 
“It’s quite an increase and largely because of price but 
also because of production,” Christensen said "We had 
good production in almost everyrything except sugarbeets 
and some of our fruits. 
"It looks like a great year— one of the bright spots in the 
economy of the state.” 
Farmers are getting record prices for their products, 
Christensen 
said, 
but 
they 
also are paying higher 
production costs. 
“ In 1972 our production costs went up 6.4 per cent and 
right now it looks like the cost for 1973 will be up 25 per 
cent," he said. “So we have lots of records—record 
production, record prices, but record costs too.”

More talk about prices 
than about Watergate 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - "I hear a lot 
more about the price of gas and butane 
than I do about Watergate,” said House 
Speaker Carl Albert after two weeks back 
in his home district in Oklahoma. 
His remark was typical of many senators 
and congressmen who were asked in a 
nationwide survey by UPI what voter 
attitudes they encountered at home during 
Congress’ current recess. 
The survey indicated 
the American 
public: 
—Believes that Nixon’s ability to govern 
has been impaired by Watergate although 
there is no agreement on just how much. 
—Would like to see an end to the 
Watergate 
affa ir—by 
vindication, 
impeachment or resignation—so that the 
country can turn to other matters. 
—Is 
becoming 
increasingly 
more 
concerned with the impact of the energy 
crisis, including shortages, unemployment, 
and inflation 


"The lack of credibility resulting from 
Watergate has been transferred to the gas 
shortage,” Sen Mark O. Hatfield, R-Ore., 
said "People just don’t believe there is a 
gas shortage ” 
Rep 
Peter Kyros, D-Maine, added: 
"Right now if we had a bad snowstorm in 
Maine the people would tend to blame it on 
Mr. Nixon I definitely get the feeling that 
the people think his ability to serve has 
been impaired.” 
Even 
a 
staunch 
conservative 
Republican, like Sen Paul Fannin, R-Ariz , 
agreed that Nixon's ability to lead has been 
impaired, "but not seriously.” He added 
that voters feel that the scandals have been 
exaggerated and that "they feel that the 
President 
will emerge as a credible 
leader.” 
Some members of Congress reported 
deep sentiment for impeachment and 
others said they could fina none But there 
appeared to be a general desire to get past 
the Watergate scandals.

Family pitches tent to get away from it all

and carrying on. and would yell through the walls,” said 
Phil Regan waits 
appeal outcome 


SANTA BARBARA, Calif (U P I) - Phil Regan began his 
career as a New York City policeman, became a popular 
singer, entertained at the White House and starred in 
motion pictures and radio. Today he is awaiting the 
outcome of an appeal of a 1-14 year prison sentence 
Regan’s clear tenor voice arid his Irish good looks brought 
him fame and wealth during the 1940s ana 1950s. He became 
an entertainment celebrity with the Democratic party, 
singing for Presidents Roosevelt and Truman 
Now 67 years old, he was convicted of bribing a public 
official arid soliciting another person to bribe in Santa 
Barbara County 
His case involved influencing a county supervisor in 
connection with a multimillion dollar seaside land zoning 
case He currently is free on $10,000 bail. 
He remains at home with his wife, Jo, and frequently 
visits with his four grown children Regan still has real 
estate holdings in Santa Barbara and Palm Springs. Calif 
Regan began his career as a policeman in New York City 
He was bom in Brooklyn in a cold-water flat, the youngest 
of five children of an Irish immigrant couple He ana Jo 
were both 16 when they married. 
While still a rookie with New York s Finest, Regan 
investigated a murder on his own time and arrested the 
killer. On graduation from the police academy he was 
assigned immediately to the detective bureau He became a 
plainclothesman in in the Broadway area. 
While investigating a robbery on Park Avenue, Regan 
sang at an impromptu party of an apartment house owner. 
A radio executive in the crowd invited him to an audition 
which resulted in a spot on the old George Burns and Gracie 
Allen radio show. 
Motion pictures followed Regan appeared in more than 
25 films, singing his way to stardom in “ Sweet Adeline 
with Irene Dunn, “ Sweet Rosie O’Grady” with Betty 
Grable and “ Sweetheart of Sigma Chi” with Gale Storm 
One of his biggest hits was “ Three Little Words” with Fred 
Astair and Red Skelton. 
Between pictures he sang for nightclub audiences at the 
Waldorf Astoria and Plaza hotels in New York, the 
Blackstone in Chicago, and in Montreal and Miami, 
collecting top fees 
He increased his fortune by investing in oil drilling 
projects in the southwest. 
Regan owned a mansion in Pasadena, Calif., and in 1938 
became a friend of Harry S Truman when he was a 
Missouri senator. 
Regan’s biggest thrill was opening the 1944 Democratic 
convention by singing the National Anthem At the time he 
recalled, “ Mrs. Roosevelt told me it was the first time she 
had ever heard the National Anthem sung with sex.” 
Regan has been in trouble before. 
In 1962 a subpoena was issued for him after a grand jury 
sought vainly for months to get Regan to testify about an 
alleged $25,000 campaign payoff to a member of Mayor 
Robert Wagner’s administration by a parking meter 
company to get the city’s business. 
In 1963 Regan’s name popped up in the probe involving 
Navy Secretary Fred Kortn who resigned while being 
investigated by a Senate subcommittee for possible conflict 
of interest. 
Eleven years earlier Regan was named as a go-between 
in an attempt by former Jersey City, N.J., Mayor John V. 
Kenny to meet with gangsters on the issue of waterfront 
strikes. Newspaper repons at the time said Regan himself 
confirmed he had arranged such a meeting. 
For thepast decade Regan has lived in relative obscurity 
in Palm Springs and Santa Barbara, singing infrequently, 
investing in real estate. 
He has asked for an appeal of his prison sentence 
claiming poor health.

Tom. “ It was really a buildup over a period of years, and 
we finally got to the point where we’d really rather be out

Mrs Blackman, who wears blue jeans, a long-sleeve 
plaid shirt and a faded white straw hat, said if it weren t for

BALTIMORE (U PI) - 
John Wilson is a rumor 
expert. 
H e ’s 
heard 
thousands of them the past 
five years from parents, 
little old ladies, kids and 
barroom drunks. 
Wilson 
doesn’t 
spread 
rumors —he attempts to 
determine if rumors are 
fact or fiction and then 
informs callers of the truth. 
“ I heard the mayor has 
been shot,” a caller said a 
few months back. 
“ No, just a bad rumor,” 
Wilson said. “ He’s atop a 
bulldozer 
at 
a 
ground 
breaking ceremony and is 
fine.” 


Wilson heads the city’s 
Rumor Control Center, a 
division of the Community 
Relations Commission. It 
began in 1968 during civil 
disturbances. 
Wilson 
is 
helped out by a half dozen 
commission staffers who 
are assigned to the center 
on a rotating basis. 


The 
center 
averages 
about 40 phone calls daily on 
topics 
ranging 
from 
unidentified flying objects 
and the energy crisis to 
Watergate and sports trivia. 
During a big news event 
or a natural disaster the 
center’s battery of phones 
have received as many as 
500 calls in an hour. 
In October several callers 
asked, “ Is it true President 
Nixon has resigned?” 
The reply: “ No, but Spiro 
Agnewhas.” 
During 
tropical 
storm 
Agnes in 1972 hundreds of 


callers asked if it was true 
that the Jones Falls Valley 
in the center of one city had 
flooded, covering scores of 
homes. 
Callers 
were 
told 
the 
valley hadn’t flooded, but 
that there was a flash flood 
warning for the area. 
Wilson says he’s received 
extremely serious calls to 
downright funny ones. 
An 
elderly 
woman 
recently called and said, 
“ Hello, 
Rumor 
Control 
Center. I ’ve heard a rumor 
that one of my tenants isn't 
going to pay his rent. How 
do I control nim?” 
She was urged to contact 
proper legal authorities. 
He 
says 
the 
center 
provides 
an 
important 
function: “ It tries to stop 
rumors 
and 
spread 
the 
truth. It eases unnecessary 
tensions caused by false ru­ 
mors. 
“ We 
don’t 
answer 
anything unless we know the 
answer. And if we don’t 
know the answer, we try to 
find out.” 
The center has a direct 
line to the city police and is 
in frequent contact with 
City 
Hall, 
city 
fire 
departments and various 
city agencies.” 
“ I ’ve 
learned one big 
thing from this job,” Wilson 
said. “ It takes only one 
person getting a story all 
wrong to have a rumor 
spread across the city in 
only hours.” 
“ We can’t stop rumors 
from occurring here, we 
just try to control them.”

The 49ers basketball squad had 
won four straight PCAA titles under 
Tarkanian and gone to the NCAA 
regional playoffs, only to be knocked 
out three of four years by perennial 
champion, UCLA. 
Tarkanian now coaches basketball

The liberation o f rodeo 


Cindy Lou bucks male chauvinist bulls

ELKO , Nev. - (NEA) 7 
The name can’t be real. It's 
too obvious. C indy Lou 
Dodge. It has to be made up 
for a girl who gets her kicks 
riding bareback bulls and 
roping calves and racing 
around barrels on a spirited 
horse. 
Cindy Dodge — she's for 
real, all right - is hung up on 
rodeo riding. Move over. 
Billie Jean and Gloria and 
Germaine and all you other 
advancers of womanhood. 
Only it isn't quite like that 
for Cindy. 
She just wants to be a girl 
and have men open doors for 
her and walk on the outside 
when they're going down the 
street. She found one such 
man in Phil Lyne, king of the 
rodeo cowboys, and for two 
years they were, as the col­ 
umnists say, a twosome. Phil 
also taught her to rope 
calves. Then Phil married 
someone else and stopped 
rodeoing. 
Cindy and her talents will 
be on display in late October 
at the Girls Rodeo world 
championships in a spiffy 
new arena called the Horse 
Palace in Spring Creek, Nev., 
11 miles out of Elko in the 
middle of the state. 
Cindy is a button-nosed, 
blue-eyed brunette with 
cascading hair. She wears a 
10-gallon stetson and her tall 
figure is snugly encased in 
L e v i’s. “ I try hard." she 
a r g u e s ; 
“ not 
to 
be 
masculine.” 
In 1968. she was Livestock 
Queen of the Cow Palace in 
San Francisco. The title 
makes her wince. In the male 
chauvinist world of the rodeo 
cowboy (girls aren’t allowed 
to compet e in r eg u l a r 
events), women rate a notch 
above the livestock. 
“ Ninety per cent of the 
girls around the rodeo are 
groupies," admits Cindy. 
There is one notorious band 
known as the Dallas School 
Teachers who just hop in a 
s t a t i o n 
wa g o n and go 
wherever the cowboys are. 
But Cindy is a genuine 
rodeo performer She has al-

ways been around horses. 
Her father trains his own sta­ 
ble at Bay Meadows race 
track She galloped mounts 
back in 1968 when the women 
libbers were trying to crack 
the jockey ranks. But Cindy 
didn t want the hassle. She 
actually did ride on bush 
tracks in Helena, Mont., and 
Hanford, Calif. 
“ I really got scared my 
first race,' she says. “ They 
tried to ride me through the 
rail.” 
Those jockeys did that to a 
comely young lady? 
“ Chivalry died in the 14th 
century. Those were a bunch 
of bad cats. They were guys 
ruled off regular tracks.' 
She won her second race 
and quit because making 
weight — she's 5-8 V4 — would 
have tam pered with her 
natural curves, which are 
ample in the right places. 


Besides, she digs the rodeo 
life better and has for years. 
She did publicity for the 
Golden West Rodeo Associ­ 
ation and was part of the 
glamor hoopla, riding the 
quadrille (like a square dance 
on horseback) and then rac­ 
ing around barrels. 
Last spring at San Diego 
Country Estates, the same 
place which gave birth to the 
Bobby Riggs renaissance, 
there was an all-girl rodeo 
which Cindy entered. “ I 
jackpotted,” she says, mean­ 
ing she won enough points in 
bull riding, team roping and 
calf roping to become the 
third all-around performer in 
the Girls Rodeo Association. 
She also won the munifi­ 
cent total of $600. And she has 
paid the price. In her half 
dozen years, she has suffered 
a broken ankle, broken arm 
and wears a knee brace for

pockets for airline tickets to Rio. 


With 
groveling 
and 
sincere 
apologies to those who, like him, 
expected to give copies of the book 
at Christmas, here are the reasons 
for the delay: 
The book was supposed to be 
turned out during the week of 
Thanksgiving. 
This 
was 
the 
assurance of the printers, Santa 
Maria Printing and Stationary Co., 
with the escape valve that it would 
be the week after Thanksgiving at 
the latest. 
Well, there was much more copy 
than they expected and, even then, 
they began setting their type in 
earnest about a week and a half late, 
possibly to accommodate another 
job. Inching on at what appeared to 
be 
an 
octogenarian's gait, 
the 
printers were further stalled when 
several of the book’s photos had to 
be shot again, adding to the copy 
delay. 
An obscure swelling problem in 
their offset press then caused the 
printers to heave out a number of 
the book’s color covers and begin 


anew. When, two weekends ago, the 
press broke down entirely, making 
this writer a liar for the fourth or 
fifth time, they were about a third of 
the way into page production. 
Just 
before 
that, 
though, 
a 
precious first page was bom. It 
looked very good, as have others 
since. And some of the printers’ 
extra time at least during the six 
weeks since the original, agreed- 
upon deadline, is reflected in the 
high 
quality 
of 
the 
book’s 
reproduction of the old Lompoc 
photos, some of them ancient. 
The latest faux pas, the week 
before last, involved the printing of 
some 750 duotone pages containing a 
single city view, to be a center 
spread in the book, that came out 
looking like a mud fence, in the 
words of the master of the print 
shop The problem was not lack of 
printing skill, but the fact that the 
original photo was neither contrasty 
nor suitable to be printed in the 
duotone two color process, as the 
editor had directed, to begin with. 
The printers, though, never advised 
anyone of this, if they were aware of 
it. 
Anyway, the writer, now dodging 
steely glances wherever the book 
was discussed in Lompoc, had to 
refuse delivery on any of the 750 
muddy duotones. Still another delay 
resulted People began to bare their 
eye teeth while shouldering by the 
writer on the sidewalk The whole 
concept of the book seemed to take 
on some of the disreputable cast of a 
cure-all elixir or Piltdown Man. 
But the book really does exist, or 
soon will, and it will be well worth 
its $2.50 price tag even, or perhaps 
most especially, to people who 
haven’t lived in Lompoc very long. 
It should be out this week, that is, 
providing that the offset press 
doesn’t break down again or another 
act of God intervenes. If this is the 
case, instead of taking that flight to 
Rio, the writer may have to settle 
for a clandestine Greyhound bus 
ride to Arroyo Grande.
